Concrete Wnll. Suky Stand. 
Running Track. Retain- 
ing Wall Listed 

An appropriation of $40,000 from 
the Federal government will be 
used in Improving the football field 
and stadium. It was announced 
Monday by Prof. D. V. Terrell, civil 
engineering department. The plat, 
call for 1,100 feet of concrete wall, 
a running track, press box. and a 
Suky stand. 

In the place of the wooden fence 
than is now on the north side of 
the field a ten foot concrete wall. 
500 feet long will be built. The wall, 
about four feet thick, will slope to 
the top. On the south side of the 
field a 600 foot retaining wall will 
be erected. This wall will be built 
out from the present fence and will i 
Include about half an acre more 
ground in the field. 

A modern press box. accomodnt- ] 
ing seventy press writers, will be 
MM at the top of the south stand. 
The box will be constructed of con- 
crete, with a large plate glass win- 
dow at the front. It will be 85 feet | 
long, 18 feet high, and will con- 
tain three tiers of tables on the In- I 
side. Included in this structure 
there will be a broadcasting room, 
a place for the public address sys- 
tem and other facilities. 

The present running track, a- | 
round the outside of the playing 
field, will be removed and a new 
track put In. It will be a quarter | 
of mile long, with 220 yard straight 
away filled to a depth of 18 inches 
with crushed stone. | 

A drainage system will be put in, 
covered with 18 inches of crushed 
stone, topped with cinders and then 
coal ashes as the top layer. The 
track specifications are according 
to national regulations and records 
made on it, will be official I 

Under the south stand, a Suky 
room is to be built, with built-in 
coolers and counters. The tops of 
each side of the stadium will be 
waterproofed, so it will witnstand 
the weathering. 

Construction is to start as soon 
as possible, but it will not begin be- 
fore the football season is o*er, so 
that the stadium will not be dis- 
turbed for the Thanksgiving game

International Trio 
Entertains Throng 
At Weekly Musicale 

Well Balanced Program Is 
Knthusiastically Received

Dr. Hoffzimmers selections con- 
sisted of Chopin's "Etude. C minor, 
Opus 24", Chopin's familiar "Noc- 
turne in F sharp" and Chopin's 
"Polonaise, A flat, Opus 53".

"The year 1934-35 may be re- 
garded as ■ satlsfactorv one. The 
University had a lnvor attend- 
ance than the ye»r i>efore; salar- 
ies were paid, bills met and a 
small surplus remained at the 
end of the year Our relations 
with the various departmneU of 
the state were most pleasant, and 
the state of Meals were coopera- 
tive and helpful. 

'Enrollment for the present 
term Is 3169, Just 63 less than the 
record enrollment of 3222 in 1931- 
32 Although the University's 
Income for last year and this was 
not Increased by the 1934 Oener- 
al Assembly, a definite appropria- 
tion made the budget steadier 
than in previous years The Uni- 
versity's enrollment, however, is 
now only IN per cent less than 
It was In 1930-31, while its Income 
from the state is 35 per cent less 
than It was during that year. No 
appropriations for buildings have 
been made since 1931 In view of 
these facts, it is apparent that 
many serious problems are yet to 
be solved 

"In order to provide much- 
needed buildings, the University 
made application to the Federal 
Oovemment for a loan and grant 
of 11.100,000. One-third of this 
amount has been approved, and It 
may be possible to secure further 
funds for buildings under an- 
other plan. 

"Perhaps the greatest need of 
any university, however, is an ac- 
tive and interested group of 
alumni. I hope that you will keep 
in touch with the University 
through your Alumni association, 
and that you will take part in the 
selection of candidates for your 
representative on the University 
Board of Trustees."

enme apparently in the Auburn 
game 

After that beating at Montgom- 
ery Dick Harlow, present Harvard 
coach, in a talk with Orantland 
Rice, cited Kentucky as an exam- 
ple of the problem which faces 
most football coaches It Is the 
task of keeping a team at fighting 
pitch throughout an entire sched- 
ule 

According to Coach Harlow it 
just can't be done except in a few 
cases where the coach has a tre- 
mendously large squad with which 
to work as at Notre Dame. Ohio 
State and Minnesota And even 
there, as has been shown in the 
past two weeks, it's a difficult Job. 

Harlow stated that the only 
thing a coach could do was to point 
for two or possibly three important 
games during the season and try 
to bring his team Into these games 
in the proper frame of mind. 

He went on to point out that 
Kentucky had evidently been work- 
ed up for the Important game at 
Columbus and Inferred that they 
went on to beat Oeorgia Tech on 
the strength of this same Impetus 
but were mentally off key at Au- 

bU St course, the fact that Johnson. 
Nevers and Sam Potter were on 
the hospital list had much to do 
with the loss, but It was essential- 
ly the mental attitude that allowed 
such a large score to be registered 
by the Plainsmen. 

Even the fact that they had a 
weeks layoff didn't seem to help 
much In restoring the spirit and 
morale of the team and it was not 
until the Cats dropped that 13-0 
decision to Alabama that they be- 
gan to take the old interest in their 
work.
